Tax Kaleid Unumed of the 2nd of October notices the recepe 
tion of Mr. Shaw by the Chief of Yarkund, who has conferred 
upon himself the title of Azaliz (or Atalik ghazi). It is said 
that Mr. Shaw was reéeived with great honour and respect; 
and that the king looks upon. the visit of an Englishman to 
his country as the greatest mark of respect that can be paid 
to him. It is added that he is about to send an agent to the 
British Government. The writer goes on to say that ‘thé 
Ataliz remains a good deal at Kashgurh now, in order: that 
he may keep himself informed of the movements and designs 
of the Russians towards the northern boundary of his country, 
where they have built a fort and a bridge. The Yarkundees, 
too, have a fort and battery about two:marches from the river 
Artis, and about. the same distance from the Russian camp. 
It is added that this frontier is strictly watched, so that no 
one can enter the country (Yarkund) by that side. It is said 
to be quite true that two Russian officers attempted to proceed 
to Kashgurh in the autumn, but were stopped at the ‘new 
fort,’ and prevented. from carrying out their intention of pre« 
senting themselves to the king, Khoda Yar Khan, who ison the 
throne of Kokand, is* quite in the power of the Russians. In 
‘the bazars of Yarkund and Kashguth, | Russian w wares are plen- 
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tiful, though highly priced : they came in formerly from Cabul 
and Bokhara, but now it is rarely so,” &., &, It is added 
that the green tea of Kangra sells there at four rupees per 
pound. 


The Rohilkund Ukhbar of the 2nd of October — to the 
murder of three Bunneeahs at: Darjeeling, on the Nepalese bor- 
der. The victims appear to have been beaten to death by clubs, 
and they are supposed to have been murdered by Nepalese. 
The newswriter adds that the Government ought to make 
strict enquiries into this business, and: not be deceived into the 
belief that the crime was perpetrated by Nepalese, as some 
others may be really the murderers. 


The Karnama of the 4th of October, and the Sholatoor. of 
the 5th, do not require special notice. 


The Nusseem Jounpore of the 5th of October alludes to the 
pane: ofa blind woman, who is charged in the Criminal-Court at 
Allygurh with the murder of her infant, 14 months old, by throw- 
ing it into a well, and then reporting that a wolf had carried 
it away ; Government being prosecutor in the case. The wri- 
ter says that when the child’s body was.taken from the well 
the woman confessed her crime, and gave as the reason for 
the murder that she could not rear the child. On this the fol- 
lowing remarks are made :—‘‘ Such an affectionate one as a 
mother, resolved to throw her own life’s blood, or one so dear 
to her, into a well!—and these are the good effects of famine! 
God knows.how long the Bunneeahs will go on in this way, 
and our authorities go on saying ‘very good, very good.” 
For, God’s gake, take pity on God’s creatures; for we always 
address you in our petitions as protectors of the poor! It 

- should be remembered that so long as good arrangements and 
rules are not made regarding the sale of grain, this kind of 
work with children will continue.”

~The Julwatoor of the Sth of October remarks upon the cus- 
tom prevailing in this country of improving one’s position at 
the expense of others. The writer considers that in no other 
country is this so prevalent; he says, ‘* wherever you look, 
nothing but falseness and hypocricy is to be found, There is 
A numerous | class in Hindoostan who, to display their alertness 
and firmness, are always ready to cause injury and loss to 
others, and for useless words create and cement quarrels. This 
is not a thing of today in Hindoostan ; and, if this flaw was not 
apparent in us, why should our country be under the absolute 
sway of strangers? From the seven kingdoms, no king can 
be said to have been free frum a wish to make a stronghold 
of Hind, or to subdue the country, and whichever ambitious 
one has attacked the country, has always gained his point. 
Historians know this only too well, and all this has been brought 
about by prevarication and enmity, by which means misfor- 
tune has fallen abundantly upon the country,” &c., &. The 
writer argues that, ‘*if it be said that enmity, deceit, false- 
hood, &c., have existed in Hindoostan from time immemo- 
rial—that Hindoostan has ever been counted as the parent of 
knowledge and art, and that in all other countries its prece~ 
dence has been established ;—the reply is that formerly a gene~ 
ral educational system did not exist ; very great economy was 
observed ; if children were worthy, parents had them taught ; 
or if any person served a good man faithfully, and was found 
tip to the work, he was taught something ; but it was impos~ 
sible to obtain a general education,” &c. The writer goes on 
to say that the present times are exceedingly favourable to the 
people, who, by the favour of the English Government, can 
become proficients in knowledge, &. That formerly shih 
stinginess, &c., prevailed, as to preclude the possibility of 
obtaining such benefits ; and he considers it a great thing for 
Hindoostan that. the income saved from the expenses of the — 
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covitry ; should. be all lavished upon the educational depart. 
ment,’»:That former rulers who. obtained possession of: the 
country, looked more to their full treasuries than to the: 
welfare of the people, while the British Government care 

more for the latter than the former. And he concludes as fol- 
lows:— as The people are all wonder-stricken concerning the large 
income of this country, but we accept the statement of an edi- 
tor that if, as he says, any one else had power over it, ‘a heavy 
tax would be deducted from it, and sent to his own coun- 
try. Our countrymen ought to be most grateful, from the 
bottom of their hearts, to the present rulers; and they ought to 
conduct themselves in such a way that all those evils which 
existed and caused its downfall shall leave not a trace behind 
in Hindoostan.” | 


The next article is condemnatory of the practice of gam- 
bling, which the writer designates as ‘the root of all evil al 
He. says that the rising generation of this country are addicted 
to it; that they play with cowres, &c., and when they 
grow older they go ahead, lay wagers, and squander hun- 
dreds of rupees: ‘* but to win or to lose is all the same, and 
when: one has nothing he determines to steal, and so on to 
fraud and murder, which are branches of the same tree; in. 
consequence of this, the Government has made laws to punish 
those who are guilty of these acts.” The writer goes on to. 
complain of the conduct of the police, who, he says, are very 
sharp in searching for adult gamblers, but they do not look 
after children who indulge in the vice, and the result is that 


_ grown up gamblers have now adopted the plan of collecting 


children to gamble to hide their own share in the crime; and 
whenever a police constable is seen, they stand up and pre- 
tend to be merely looking on, while in reality they are gam- 
‘bling to a very great extent. He concludes by suggesting. 
that Government ought to issue an order to render gambling, 
among children even, unlawful. __

The Benares Glazetle of the’ 11th of October, referring ’ 
to the Pioneer's opinion reghrding t the decisions of tha: High _ 
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Oourt‘of Bombay, and the High Court of the North-Western. 
Provinces, concerning the responsibility of hotel propriétors. 
for the losses sustained by travellers in their establishments, 
says that, to the writer’s thinking, the High Oourt of Bombay 
has judged correctly, as the proprietors of hotels, saraies, &c., 
should be held responsible for property so lost belonging to 
people who pay them for shelter and security from losses, or. 
who else are they to lookto? There is a saying that “ the man 
with a moustache eats, and the man with a beard is blamed,” 
in accordance with which the High Court of Bombay. has. 
apparently placed the responsibility upon the. keepers of. 
hotels, while the High Court of the North-Western Pro- 
vinces, considering that as the police have been established for 
the security of life and property, would make them responsi- 
ble: ‘ But,’’ adds the writer, ‘‘if the police are combined, ' 
of course, it is very different.’? He goes on tosay, “in houses 
for the accommodation of travellers, three* things may happen, 
viz.,* by accident, carelessness, or purposely. No one can be 
blained for the first ; for the second, if the place (saraie) is an old 
one and tumbles down, the manager is of course responsible, —or 
if the doors be opened before the appointed time, and any of the 
travellers have gone out, and other travellers complain of loss, 
then both parties should be answerable ; while that loss which 
has been purposely, or wilfully caused, has no reference to. the. 
above. Lastly, we say that ina great theft case it will he the 
generally accepted opinion that the police are to blame. But 
to make the manager, ot any other party i Asansol for the’ 
tumbling down of a house, appears a strange thing.” 


Under the heading ** A New Creed,” the Punjabee Ukhbar of 
the 1st of October is quoted to he: effect that a new religion 
has been introduced at ‘‘ Faris.” It is said that its doctrines 
are purely those of Is/am, and it is called ** Ba ” (adoor). The 
founder of this religion is named Mirza Mahomed ' Ali Shi- 
razee, who is described as about 19 years of age. “He has given: 
out that his father is, or was, the great prophet of Iran and 
their to the throne, The Mirza, from the >_ commencement, | 
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held the Wlama of Islam in contempt, and: impressed the 
minds of the people* faith in his own doctrine, and those who 
hold this faith are against the Koran, &c., &c.’ He teaches his 
-discip!es thus :—‘* I am a:door, by means of which mankind 
can alone find the road tothe correct creed ; and without this 
entrance it is impossible to find it. Without God’s commenda- 
tions and endowments, one cannot find en entrance to this 
door; in short, the fact is, he has called his creed ‘* Bab.” 
Much discussion, or difference of opinion, has béen caused 
among his disciples and followers, in consequence of his agé 
being nineteen, and he looks upon this figure (or number?) as 
extremely holy and blessed, and thinks that the existence of 
heaven and earth rests on the excellence of it; that is, hé 
calculates that there are seven heavens, seven enti, four ele- 
ments, and one soul, making in all nineteen; and if these were 
not, all would be topsy-turvey,” &c., &c. He thinks that prayer 
in private is the best, and that public prayer is merely waste 
of time—that no good can come of it; whereas in retirement 
the heart is most attentive and earnest. He recommends 
women to abandon the purdah (screen), and to mix freely 
with all, with but one restriction, viz., that they speak not 
more than eighteen words toastranger. He advises his disci- 
_ ples to talk but little with strange women, and tells them not to 
exceed eighteen words in conversing with them.

The Nujm-ool Ukhbar of the 13th of Getober alludes to 


the proceedings of a meeting held by Captain Holrayd, Direc- 


tor of Public Instruction in the Punjab, during which that 
gentleman remarked that the students who go out as school 
masters are found much wanting in ability and merit; while 
gome candidates do not care to accept such appointments on 
small pay, &c., &c., “ therefore, from the 1st of October, those 
who enter colleges, and are instructed as masters, will receive 
from their districts Rs. 6 per month each, and if they get an 
entrance they will receive, independent of this, one-third of 
the Rs. 6,” &c., &e.

Allusion is made to the common practice of adulterating milk 
with water, especially by the cowherds and confectioners of 
Lahore, and the consequent determination on the part of the 
Brahmins of that city to discontinue purchasing it, as they 
have an idea that it is adulterated by the Mussulmans, &c., &e. 
The editor is of opinion that the Brahmins have acted wisely, 
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and others to their. senses :' ‘‘ But,” he says, it: is not milk 
slone which is adulterated, ghee: undergoes.the same amount 
of. adulteration, and is: rarely ‘tocbe’ had in the bazar ina 
pure state; besides which the hardship: is that sweepers and 
cowherds sells such ‘stuff in the market. In the ghee there is 
such adulteration that; it’ is injurious to the public health.” 
The writer is‘of opinion that the prevention of this rests with 
Government, and he asks, ‘*‘ when other’ matters in connec- 


tion with the public health receive consideration from Govern- 
ment, why is this not also looked to? -We know, and gay, 
that a complaint would draw attention to this subject, but 
every one does not approve of going into Oourt fi r three or 


four days, and it would be better if such cases were put into 
the hands of Honorary or Deputy Magistrates.” 


The Benares Ukhbar of the 7th of October, publishes the 
following under the heading ‘‘ Benares.” ‘The writer says 
that. Hindoostanees generally complain that, usder the pre- 
sent rule, service or livelihood is at an end, and people are 
being ruined. Rain, too, falls but sparingly, and the fields 
produce but little grain. ‘Now we give replies to. each of 
these statements. Those who say that service is not to be 
had, ought to be asked what service can a Rajah give them, 
when they remain like women in their houses, and carry on 
all kinds of extravagances? Cannot they see that, while they 
blame the rulers, they are only reaping the reward of their own 
actions? In our opinion, there is not a better rule than this ; 
and there is much encouragement given to those who will 
serve. We ask those blind ones, what were the wages of ser- 
vants in former days, and what they get now? In former 
days labourers used to get six pice, and now they receive four 
annas per diem. Those who used to write, received an amount 
of pay known to all ; and the man who used to teach the king’s 
gon even, did not receive so much as the masters of a small 
college get now. ‘The pay officers used to draw, is known to 
all. A Chukladar, or Governor of a Province, whose appoint- 
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ment was equal to that of « Collector, was only on Rs. 100 
a month ; and a Nazim, whose office was equal to a Commis- 
sioner’s, only got from Rs. 200 to Rs. 300 as pay, which, under 
the English Government, is: the pay of a 8rd grade munshi. 
The state of agriculture is well known to all who have enquired 
into it: In the time of king Akbar, a beegah of land :pro- 
duced ten maunds; after that there was much evil, and the 
egriculturist’s vocation was put a stop to in hundreds of places, 
and much land Jay waste for four and five years; after this 
it was cultivated, Now, we ought to consider whether the land 
on which grass was allowed to grow for four or five years, 
and rot there, will remain as good as the land that is culti+ 
vated yearly? And it is well known that where trees are 
plentiful, rain falls freely ; so that, if the landholders have cut 
down aeiie of trees, and made fields of the grovnd they oceu- 
pied, who is to blame ?”” oe
